as they treat us; but with Prudence and Circumſpecti- 
on, Conſtancy and Reſolution,” guard againſt. their 
Deſigns, and: repet their: Injurious Attempts : And 
when that. is-done, keep always in a diſpoſition to 
receive them as Friends, when they are ready to Re- 
pent and. lay down their Enmity. | |
